WHAT DO YOU CALL THAT NOISE THAT YOU PUT ON?2 


"THIS IS POP!" exhorts XTC's Andy Partridge on their 
now ancient but still quite relevant White Music album. 
At the time, (1977) that song was one of the more 
melodic offerings on an album that was considered by 
more than a few people to be noisy, ragged and 
generally symptomatic of what had gone wrong with 
music. In 1964, many Americans were holding their 
ears as The:Beatles sang "Yeah, yeah, yeah" all over 
the radio. Pretty tame stuff nowadays. The only bands 
that play that sort of stuff anymore are retro types who 
want to emulate that sixties ambience. God only 
knows why. As someone said, "If you remember the 
sixties, you weren't there." (A note here to the old 
folks: from here to the Beatles is the same distance 
from Watergate to World War II. Think about it.) But | 
digress... 

The point is that it's tough to define what music is 
in any time frame. I've been asked my opinions on 
country, jazz, rock, rap, metal, Chinese polkas, you 
‘name it. I'm usually questioned about a certain brand 
of music by someone who has an axe to grind against 
it. Some not-so-agreeable person grabs me by the 
collar and says something like, "Jazz sucks!! Why do 
you think that all them notes and all that noodling are 
music? And half the time they don't sing no words!!" | 
pry myself away from the guy and tell him that I'm 
only checking it out. He says something “about not 
having to check it out, gets back under his 
headphones and paddles off with a heavy metal band 
in his ears. With “all them notes" and “noodling” too. 
Oh well, to each their own...uh...music?? 

It's often helpful to check a dictionary definition if 
you wish to define a word. Let's look, shall we? 
Hmmm...oh yes, here it is... 


music (myoo'-zik) n. Vocal or instrumental sounds 
having some degree of rhythm, melody and 
harmony. 


Now what does this mean, and how does any given 
type of sound fit this definition? Look at some 
examples. If we have a situation in which there is a 
drummer playing a very solid 4/4 beat, and the bassist 
is plodding away holding down roots and fifths, but the 

-gyitarist is pounding on his guitar and otherwise 
making it how! and squeal while the vocalist screams 
and shouts no particular notes, we do not have music. 
Why? We have rhythm, but no harmony or melody. 
Likewise, a couple of street poets shouting rhyme in 
unison while another destroys his record collection 
lacks one or more of the fundamental qualities that 
define music. It might be good poetry, but it's not 
music. You may like it, and there's nothing wrong with 
that. | happen to like baseball, but that doesn't make it 
music, does it? 
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Years ago, there was a fellow who would come on 
stage with a bunch of vacuum cleaners, turn them on 
and off in a random fashion and generally raise 
commotion in what there was of an audience, mostly 
curiosity seekers. He, of course, would tell you that he 
was a proponent of "avant-garde serious music." He 
adopted an attitude of "hipper than thou" and generally 
fostered the idea that the general public couldn't 
understand his art. It was supposed to be too complex 
and too "deep" for them. As music, it sucked (pun 
intended). Obviously, the guy couldn't be bothered 
working a "regular" job, so he did this...this stuff, 
whatever it was. He managed to convince quite a 
number of people that he was legitimate, and there 
was even some "intellectual" debate about his 
performances. They were so much hot air (another 
pun intended). 

So, if your idea of great guitar playing is "the faster 
the better," then, in your estimation, guitar playing is 
merely an athletic event. A guitarist could score a 5.8 
in the Olympics, but it does not make that player a 
good one, nor his "music" valid. At least XTC was 
honest. They didn't say what they did was music. They 
just said it was pop(ular).

On behalf of Ed and everyone connected with the 
Showcase, I'd like to extend our gratitude to all three bands 
for choosing to make the best of the situation and literally 
save the entire evening by going on with the show! 

The first band up was Jarra. This four-piece wall of 
sound does most of their performing in New York, but they 
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didn't seem to have any difficulties winning over this South 
Jersey crowd. 

With strong piercing vocals, lead singer, Kathie Jarra, 
delivered the lyrics of their original music in true heavy 
metal fashion. She also played a mean guitar on some of 
the songs. I really enjoyed this aspect of the band since 
guitar playing female singers in a metal band are hard to 
come by these days. 

Also wailing away on guitar was Johnny Russian, and 
Max Chan on bass, along with Shane Diaz on drums kept 


_ the rhythm section pounding at a fever pitch through most 


of the set. Their show was energetic and Kathie knew how 
to conect to the crowd. 

Every song was infused with energy, and I particularly 
liked "Too Many Lies" and "Injun." 

I don't know when Jarra will be back in this area, but 
next time they're here, check them out. This audience loved 
them! 

Next up was area favorites, Silent Warrior.. 

As always, Mike Partlow. delivered the vocals with 
calculated precision, but not without some drama. Here was

He took the audience with him through a 
powerful set. 

Ron Lawniczak and Bill Luderitz kept the energy 
flowing with their tasty guitars, complementing each 
other's work but never overplaying. 

Meanwhile, Robbie Vogel on drums and Jim Masi on 
bass formed a solid foundation for the music. 

It's hard to pick a favorite song out of their performance, 
but if I had to choose, I'd have to say I really liked 
"Standing In The Shadows," which is one of their newer 
songs. Of course, that's just my opinion because, judging 
from the crowd's reaction to each song, I think they would 
also have trouble choosing a favorite from this powerful set. 

If you're someone who hasn't seen Silent Warrior, then 
you're in the minority and you've been depriving yourself! 

By this time you would think that the crowd would be 
getting tired, but instead they were. getting crazier after 
watching two great bands and they were about to see a third 
great band. : 

Last but certainly not least, WagonHead took the stage. 
This is a hard-hitting band that could definitely hold its 
own. Stee 

Lead singer, Tim Blackmen, and guitarist, Chris 
Bombeke, started out the set both singing in dark eerie 
harmonies, which quickly set the mood for some serious 
grunge-like rock. And despite the fact that one of their 
' guitarists, Bill Blystone, was missing due to illness, the 
band's overall sound was more than full. Chris did an 
excellent job of compensating for the missing instrument. 

The second song, "Color Blind," turned out to be my 
favorite of their original songs. Everything the band did 
was done well, including their renditions of a feW cover 
tunes like "Spoonman," by Soundgarden. 
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"Bass player, CJ, added a sometimes funky feel to some 
of the songs with his style of playing and Eddie Schweigel. 
on drums, kept a solid beat throughout the set, never 
missing an opportunity to exhibit some of his own rhythmic 
flair. 

The crowd was so worked up that they began moshing 
around and Tim was instructed to ask everyone to please 
calm down a little. 

This band really impressed me. They were tight and 
their originals were really good. I'd like to hear more, and I 
know the crowd wanted to also. Check them out next time 
they're in town. You won't be disappointed. 

In the end, what could have turned into a disastrous 
evening, a crowded bar and no music, turned into a big 
success thanks to the great sportsmanship displayed by 
these three bands.

Artist: Cheap Trick 
Label: Epic

In 1978, Cheap Trick originally re-leased "At 
Budokan" in Japan. Due to the underground 
demand of this release in the U.S., Epic Records 
released it here. The Band then had some success in 
the late 70's. Their combination of 70's punk, 
bubblegum pop and hard rock have influenced 
many like Nirvana (the late Kurt Cobain had early 
CT albums in his collection). 

Fifteen years later. comes "Budokan II," a 
collection of live tracks that never made the first 
Budokan and shows that Cheap Trick used to have 
plenty of raw energy than the top 40 poppiness 
which has doomed them the past 10-12 years. 

The average radio listener will not know any of 
these tracks. Only the true hardcore Cheap Trick 
fan will appreciate the aggressive, raw sound which 
has influenced many. Cheap Trick was very much a 
punk band which didn't fit in (much like Stone 
Temple Pilots in today's scene). "High Roller," 
"California Man," "Downed," "Stiff Competition," 
and "Auf Wiedershen" just downright rock. 

Guitarist Rick Neilsen is an incredible guitarist 
and shows it on all 12 tracks, while vocalist Robin 
Zander takes his voice to all levels and registers 
from punk rock growls in "Elo Kiddies" to high pop 
on "Oh Caroline." 

This release, their 15th and final with Epic, is 
not going to bring back the mega-fans or the 
magazine covers. What it does bring back is music 
that was raw and magical, one of the best live CDs 
you should hear this year. 
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RIVER RUNS RED 
Artist: Life of Agony

This band is a cross between Black Sabbath 
and Pantera with a vocal style that just has to be 
heard to fully appreciate. Singer Keith Caputo is 
5 foot tall but has the voice of a 50-foot giant 
with balls of iron. 

I can't say enough good about this band. My 
personal favorites are "This Time,” 
"Underground" and "Through and Through." 
The drum sound on this CD will without a doubt 
satisfy the most serious head-banger. 

Although I feel every metalhead should have 
this disc, I don't feel you can fully appreciate this 
band until you see their live show. The whole 
reason | bought this disc was because I had seen 
them live. But don't let that overshadow the 
achievement of the work on this CD. 

If you can catch them live, then do it, but if 
you can't, buy this disc. But what the hell...buy 
the disc and go see them live. If you don't, then 
don't call yourself a true metalhead.

Brownie's Lodge 
June 25, 1994

Yes sireee, the blues had come to town. It occurred on 
June 25 at Brownie's Lodge in Linwood. I'm talking about 
the "Atlantic City Blues Festival." On a sunny, warm and 
downright beautiful Saturday afternoon (that threat of rain 
was just another weatherperson blunder) the folks of South 
Jersey were treated to eight plus hours of soul-moving blues 
by five of the hottest bands on the circuit today. The event 
was kicked off with our own "Lady of Blues," Ruth Wyand 
and the Groove Dawgs, who took the stage at 11:30 a.m. 
sharp and woke up the arriving crowd with their own fiery 
brand of music. With Ruth leading the band through their 
paces using her crystalline vocals and soothing guitar work, 
we all knew we'd be in for one butt-kickin’ day. 

Next up was another female-fronted band, Queen Bee 
And The Blue Hornet Band, out of State College, Pa. The 
crowd was set a-buzz by the sweet vocalization of the 
Queen, Tonya Brown, and stung by the sharp jams and 
musical mixes of Mark Ross (guitar), Jack Wilkinson 
(drums), Rene Witzke (bass) and Doug Bernstein 
(saxophones), collectively known as The Blue Hornet Band. 
They entertained with a mix of blues standards and original 
material from their current Shark's Tooth release: Dealin’ 
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with the Blues. With ten years under their belt come this 
October, the parley between the founding members Tonya 
and Mark was evident as they barnstormed through their 
set. The pair exchanged smiles as the other band members 
filled the air with heartfelt solos. The audience basked like 
lizards on picnic benches to an array of songs from the 
classic Jimmy Reed "Baby What You Want Me To Do,” 
Jesse Stone and Joe, Turner's "Flip, Flop and Fly. "to the 
band's own compositions, "Turn Your Love On High" and 
"00 M.P.H." These, too, destined to become standards in 
the future of blues recordings. 

After a short ‘set change, the boys from Dallas, Mike 
Morgan And ,The Crawl, moved onto the stage. In 
traditional "Texas Blues" style, they burned the audience up 
hotter than the noonday sun with stunning guitar licks and 
scorching vocals. Unfortunately, the crowd was too crispy 
to move and only a few dancers graced the "a-la-natural” 
earthen dance floor. Unlike a large portion of blues bands 
on the road today, fulfilling the "folk process” of 


performing "traditional" blues tunes, The Crawl executed 
an endless. string of original material with sparse 


scatterings of cover tunes. Among the highlights of their

set, the guitar-laden "You Ain't Like You Used To Be," the \ 


saxophone leads of "You're On My Mind." and the bitter \ 


sweet romanticism of "Cause I Love You" proved that Mr. 
Morgan is not only an ace musician but an exceptional 
composer as well (credit is also due here to Mr. Lee McBee. 
former band member, for his co-writing skills in some of 
the band's material). I'm sure no one would disagree that 
Mike Morgan And The Crawl had earned a stamp of 
approval as they left the audience with a swinging blues 
original, "I Just Want To Get To Know You."

By the time The Nighthawks took the stage, most fans 
were primed, tanned and tanked, a perfect combination to 
get those happy feet movin'. The crowd rose to this 
occasion and moved en masse towards the stage, dancin’ 
and kickin' up knee high clouds of dust that would've made 
"Pigpen" proud (can you say Peanuts?). So it went on for 
the next hour, the thundering foursome from D.C., stage 
front, wailing away on their own interpretations of "classic" 
blues tunes. and the crowd eating it up. As they promoted 
their 1993 release, Rock This House, the 23-year-old band 
certainly proved that they deserve the title of one of the best 
"blues party bands" around. The crowd vocalized its 
appreciation of such hits as "Just A Little Bit," "Cat Clothes 
On" and "I'll Go Crazy," demanding an encore at set's end. 
Of course, Mark Wenner (harmonica/voc.), Danny Morris 
(guitar/voc.), Pete Ragusa (drums/voc.) and Jan Zukowski 
(bass/voc.) were more than happy to comply with a double 
dose of what they do best, the blues. 

For the second time that day, "Texas Blues" ruled the 
stage as the headliner, The Smokin’ Joe Kubek Band 
featuring the jazzy vocals of Bnois King burst into their set. 
Currently touring the country in support of their third 
Bullseye Record release, Texas Cadillac, the band proudly

stormed through their repertoire, leaving no one without a 
smile. Playing a 1964 Fender Stratocaster, with a cigarette 
occasionally springing forth from the headstock, Joe clearly 
proved to be worthy of the name "Smokin'." However. more 
than once throughout the show, Bnois attempted to steal the 
title from its owner as the two men traded sweet. riffs. The 
crowd gave joyous applause for "TV Light," an original 
tune, as well as for the ever popular standards "Little Red 
Rooster" and "Mellow Down Easy." Finally, the blues fans 
were sent off with a rippin’ double encore that clearly left 
the saying, "Don't Mess With Texas" embedded in 
everyone's mind. 

As the evening set in and the crowd flowed indoors to 
hear Ruth Wyand And The Blues Dawgs play into the 
night, one could only smile as they thought back upon the 
day's events.

Clowns entertaining adults and 
children alike. Dick Lawall and Bob Crawford, the roving 


reporters from WLFR's "Stockton Speaks" (91.7 FM's talk 
forum), interviewing both fans and musicians. The new 
friends made, from areas local to faraway places like Pa., 
Del., N.Y., Ma. and even Co. Yes, smile and hope that the 
words of Vic and Brian (Twin Sig Productions) would hold 
true and that this was only the "first" of an annual event for 
blues in the South Jersey area.

TECH TALK 


by JOHN HOWARD 





A question | constantly get asked by friends 
who are not-in the business is, "Why does the 
music have to be so loud?" Usually | begin a 
semi-technically detailed response, spitting out 
technical mumbo jumbo. After about two 
‘minutes, | ask myself the same question, "Why 
does it have to be so loud?" The issue is not 
really volume. The issue is clarity and comfort. 

The truth of the matter is you have to play to 
your venue. If you're playing a large hall that 
seats, say 800-1200, well, then you need a lot of 
punch and a higher decibel level is necessary. 
But even in larger halls, excessive volume is 
often incurred. However, if you're playing some 
of the smaller rooms in and around South 
Jersey, it just doesn't need to be that loud. You 
don't need a Marshall half-stack, you don't need 
the Trace Elliott 4x10 with the 18" bottom 
‘cabinet. You don't need heavy cymbals. You 
don't need a thirty-piece drum kit. Simplicity, 
sonic clarity and audie4nce comfort should be an 
extremely high priority to your band. 

Concentrate on your vocals. People want to 
hear the lyrics, not just a screaming loud guitar or 
a piercing cymbal that sounds like a garbage can 
lid. Keep your effects simple and clean. You will 
find that if everyone consciously lowers their 
stage volumes, everything becomes crisper and 
clearer. When you mix your band, start with 
vocals, then add your instruments. 

Dynamics are a vital part of a band's live 
sound. | know some bands are just plain louder 
due to their content, but that's only a few and 
maybe even they should try a quieter level.

I 
was particularly anxious to see Pink Floyd -again after 
seeing them twenty years ago. Twenty years ago, I saw the 
"Dark Side of the Moon" Tour which was to be my first 
concert and one of the best shows that I have ever viewed. 
For those of you who are avid Pink Floyd followers, each 
tour gets better and better. And so it was proven once 
again. 

At a little after 9:00, the lights were lowered and the 
stage was lit. The background of the stage was a very large 
screen with psychedelic ozze swirling around and moons 
passing by over and over again as the band opened up with 
a song off one of their first albums, "Umma:Gumma." 

The fans went crazy as the band went on -to perform 
nearly three decades of progressive rock. David Gilmour 
did an absollutely incredible job of replacing Roger Waters' 
shoes in the vocal department, while Guy Pratt, Pink 
Floyd's new bassist, was a well-chosen replacement. Along 
with David Gilmour on vocals and guitar, the two other 
original bandmates, Nick Mason on drums/percussions and 
Richard Wright on keyboards/vocals, took us on a journey 
for our visual and hearing pleasures. Also with the band 


were their three lovely back-up vocalists, Carol Kenyon, 


Jackie Sheridan and Rebecca Leigh, and help from Gary 
Wallis on percussions. The lighting and sound crew was 
commendable with their laser show and their surround 
sound. I've never heard such an excellent sound at an 
outdoor concert until I heard Pink Floyd perform. They did 
three songs off the "Division Bell" release, "What Do You 
Want From Me," "Keep Talking" and "Sorrow." Then off 
their 1971 "Meddle" album, the band did "One of These 
Days," at which time giant boars appeared with flashing 
eyes, on either side of the stage housed in their own 
elevated boxes. As the song came to a climax, flash pots 
went off, sending the pigs to plummet toward the floor of 
the stadium. Thus ended the first half as the band took a 
fifteen-minute intermission.

Returning to the stage, the band opened up with "Shine 
On You Crazy Diamond" at which time a round video 
screen moved up from the stage displaying a little boy 
running through burnt woods, eventually becoming a little 
older as the song progressed. The next six songs to follow 
were a blast from the past as Pink Floyd performed 
"Breathe in the Air" and "Time," which was the highlight 
for audience vocal participation and the lighting of Nick 
Mason's green glowing drumsticks. Also we were treated 
with "The Great Gig in the Sky," at which time the women 
showed us their extreme vocal range and then the band 
played “Brain Damage," "Us and Them," and finally 
"Money" from "Dark Side of the Moon." "Wish You Were 
Here" and "Another Brick in the Wall" followed, with 
"Comfortable Numb" ending the set with a few surprises. 
The circular screen, which appeared throughout the second 
half of the show, moved up and over the band, descending 
slowly a shower of white light as a giant glitter ball rose out 
of the back of the sound and lighting stage which was ° 
directly opposite the band. David Gilmour then played his 
guitar solo as millions of tiny lights reflected onto the 
audience. As the ball finished its ascent, the bottom half 
dropped like a flower's petal, then the top half rose just the 
same, leaving the middle to search out and illuminate the 
audience. 

--Encore-- 

With the return of Pink Floyd to the stage, the flower 
closed and "Hey You" from "The Wall" with its acoustics 
swam over the stadium with searching laser lights bringing 
the show into its final song, "Run Like Hell," an 
instrumental also off "The Wall." What a finale, yellow, 


. white and green lasers circulating up to the heavens, three 


large rockets exploded into the. air, bringing much 
excitement to the fans as white lasers jetted out into the 
audience, bringing on more repetitions of exploding flash 
pots and then lots of fireworks emanating from the back of 
the stage. As the round screen seemed to explode, Pink 
Floyd took their final bows, leaving the stage with a very 
successful tour once again under their belt.
